“Tribune” Gets Views. 

Taz TRIBUNE yesterday sought to as- 
certain the effect of the Roosevelt utter- 
ence, so strongly favorable to Mr. Hin- 
man, in view of reports from states of 
the middle west, that there would be a 
revolt within the Progressive party itself 
against any recognition by known Pro- 
gressives of admitted Republicans.

Heralded as Peace Move. 

The readiness of recognized Republican 
newspapers in many mid-western con- 
gressional districts to seize upon the Hin- 
man indorsement as an indication that 
Col. Roosevelt had paved the way for the 
establishment of a political protocol be- 
tween the two parties suggested the first 
part of the query. 

Symptoms of antagonism among IIli-

Bribe Money Found on 


Roy Tangney by 
Detectives. 


TO SETTLE STRIKE 


Officer of Machinery, Safe 
Movers and Riggers’ 
Union Made Offer. 


The firm of Marshall Brothers, teaming 
contractors and expressmen, 7525 South 
Chicage avenue, employe thirteen men. 
One of them is a member of the Safe Mov- 
ers’ union. The other twelve are mem- 
bers of the Van Drivers’ union. Both 
organizations are affiliated with the 
Teamsters’ International brotherhood. 

Three weeks ago the firm obtained a 
contract for hauling three boilers from 
a railroad switch yard at East One Hun-

dred and Sixteenth street and South 
Michigan avenue to the Thomas Scanlan 
school in South Chicago. The van driv- 
ers were compelled to assist the safe 
mover in moving the boiler. 

On last Tuesday Roy Tangney, busi- 
ness agent of the Machinery, Safe Mov- 
ers and Riggers’ union, local No. 714, 
visited William Marshall, a member of 
the firm, who lives at 7309 University 
avenue. He was accompanied by Chris- 
topher Dunne of 5506 Kenwood avenue, 
business agent of the Van Drivers union. 


Makes Strike Threat. 

Tangney explained that the laws of the 
unions had been trankgresééad When the | 
firm permitted the van drivers to assist |“ 
in moving the boilers. According to Mar- 
shall, he demanded $250. If this was not 
paid, he sald, he would calla strike, Mar- 
elall refused to pay the money and Tang- 
rey ordered the one safe mover to strike. 
Dunne called a strike of the van drivers 
and remained on the job to see that none 
or them returned to work. 
After the drivers had joined or been 
coerced into the strike Dunne came to 
Marshall, the latter alleges, and advised 
him to go and see Tangney to see if the 
price couldn't be lowered a little. Mar- 
shall decided to take his advice. 

Accompanied by three of his employés, 
he went to the headquarters of the union 
at 768 West Van Buren street on Thurs 
day. He asked for a reduction of the 
price demanded, After considering the 
matter Tangney finally agreed to drop 
the figure a little bit. 

Makes Offer of $150. 

„It you'll pay all these nren for the 
time they’ ve lost on account of the strike.“ 
he said, ‘‘ I'll make that price only 8150.“ 

The price was still too high and Mar- 
shall made arrangements to meet Tang- 
ney on the south side that evening and 
pay the money. He wanted time to think 
it over, he said. 

My business isn't a very sanyo one and 
$150 is a lot of money to me,” said Mr. 
Marshall last night. “I thought I'd bet- 
ter call up State’s Attorney Hoyne and 
talk the matter over with him. He prom- 
ised to ald me and advised me to meet 
Tangney at the appointed place and give 
him the excuse that I had not been able 
to raise the money. I did 80. Then today 
I visited the state's attorney's office. 
Before leaving Tangney, however, I had 
arranged to meet him again today in his 

Slips to Quiet Place. 

Mr. Marshall conferred with Assistant 
State’s Attorney Marvin E. Barnhart, 
The latter detailed Detectives Henry G. 
Decker and F. J. Zadek to accompany 
Marshall to the union headquarters. They 
waited outside while Marshall went into 
the office with $150 in his pocket in marked 
bills. 

I don't want to take the moncy here, 
Tangney protested. Let's slip around 
to a quiet place in the rear room of a 
saloon.” 

Marshall agreed and the two slipped out 
past the detectives to a saloon not far 
from the union headquarters. The de- 
tectives, however, also “slipped” over 
to the saloon. 

Detectives Bwoop Down. 

In a few moments Tangney and Mar- 
shall appeared and the latter gave the 
signal. The detectives swooped down on 
Tangney and found the money in his 
pocket in marked bills of $20 and $10 de- 
nominations. He was placed under ar- 
rest on a charge of conspiracy to extort 
$150 from Marshall. A formal complaint 
to that effect will be filed against him to- 
day. 

Detectives were sent out last night to 
arrest Dunne, who will be arrested on a 
similar charge. 

Tangney maintained absolute silence 
when questioned about the matter by As- 
sistant Prosecutor Barnhart.

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DETECTIVESINKS 
AS GUARDS TALK 


Mark Sullivan, Best Police 
Physical Specimen, 
Can’t Swim to 
Safety. 


LUNGMOTOR NO Goon. 


Machine Out of Order and Man 
Dies While Substitute 
Is on Way from 
Station. 


While life guards of the North Shore 
and Wilson avenue beaches were lolling 
in the sand last night instead of being at 
the posts near the outer life lines, Mark 
R. Bullivan, a second clase detective ser- 
geant assigned to the central detail, was 
drowned in eight feet of water less than 
100 yards from shore midway between 
the two beaches. 

Two other detective sergeants who 
were swimming with Sullivan at the time 
were rescued when they became exhaust- 
ed after trying to reach Sullivan's side. 
They were John J. Garrigan of 4744 
Malden street and Garret B. Coan of 709 
Sibley street. The three policemen had 
agreed to meet at the Wilson avenue 
beach at 8 o’clock when they left the 
station. They rented a canoe, after they 
had donned their bathing suits. 

They paddled over toward the north 
shore beach, a hundred yards beyond the 
Ute line which marks the deep water. 
Their canoe sat low in the water because 
of the weight of We hree policemen. 

One of the detectives leaned to one side 
as they neared the iving platform of the 
north shore beach. The canoe turned 
over and the three ien were plunged into 
the water. They found themselves on a 
sandbar. 

Sullivan Can't Swim. 

Sullivan, who was farthest from the 
shore, stood on the edge of the bar. A 
big wave washed him from his feet and 
he cried for help. 

„ What's the matter, Mark—can't you 
swim?” Garrigan cried. 

No, I can't, and neither can Coan," 
was the reply. 
Another lusty yell from Sullivan, and 
he sank beneath ithe water. 
“Leok!" shouted R. M. Hawtin, a 
bather. “Some ones drowning out 
there.“ 

No Life Guards Near. 
He looked abot and couldn't find a life- 
guard. The men on the beaches were 
slow to move, and he and another man, 
who gave his name as Wakefield, swam 
out. In the meanwhile Abel Brown, a 
lifesaver at the north shore beach, put 
out in a boat with J. E. Long, a volunteer 
Mfesaver. They reached the side of Coan 
struggling in the water, dragged bim in 
the boat, and took him ashore. 

Garrigan was floundering helplesely 
about in the water and Sullivan was 
plainly in distress. Wakefield and Haw- 
tin swam to Garrigan's side and shouted 
to the lifesavers to go after Sullivan. By 
the time the lifesavers from Wilson ave- 
nue beach arrived on the scene. 

Brown dived and recovered the body. 
Assisted by Thomas Roehis, another vol- 
unteer lifesaver, he placed the body in 
the boat and took it ashore. Dr. Linton 
Vallely assisted in reviving Coan and 
Garrigan, and then turned his attention to 
Sullivan. 

Lungmotor Fails to Work. 

Sullivan was still alive when placed on 
the beach. A lungmotor was brought 
and attempts were made to adjust it. It 
vas then discovered that the mask was 
missing and that it was worse than use- 
less. Thirty minutes later the oxygen 
machine arrived from the Sheffield ave- 
nue station. The ambulance surgeon 
pronounced the man dead, but the physi- 
cians continued to work over him for two 
hours. The ambulance surgeon said the 
beach motor was in no condition to use. 

All the life savers were sitting on the 
beaches talking to girls instead of being 
out in the water where they belonged,” 
said a witness. Somebody shouted to 
them to save Sullivan first, as he couldn't 
ewim. Instead of that they fooled around 
with the other two men, who already were 
being assisted by bathers long before any 
of the Mfe savers arrived.” 

Sullivan was 33 years old and lived with 
with his mother at 3623 South Oakley 
boulevard. He was about 6 feet 2 inches 
tall and straight as an arrow. He often 
was called the finest physical specimen 
on the police force.

Charges of inefficiency and negiect of 
duty will be fled against them today by 
Chief Gleason, The four are: 

Capt. Michael Ryan, command- 
ing officer of the Third district until 
Tuesday, when he was transferred to

transterred last Thursday from Twen- 
ty-second street to Hyde Park. 

Lieut. James J. McMahon, Twen- 
ty-second street. 

Lieut. James P. Allman, Twenty- 
second street. 

Hearing Next Friday. 

The decision to file charges at once was 
reached at a late afternoon conference 
between Chief Gleason and his aids and 
the civil service commission. The chief 
requested Maj. James Miles, chief of the 
eMciency division, to draft the charges. 
He was told they would be ready for his 
signature some time this morning. 

Five days’ notice must be given the de- 
fendants, but it is believed all will be 
served today, so thut the hearing of the 
cases can be begun next Friday. It is 
probable the cases will be heard jointly, 
as they are based on the same set of 
facts—the facts concerning open vice and 
the violation of the 1 o'clock closing law 
ghown by the reports of Deputy Chief 
Funkhouser’s office. The hearings will be 
public. 


Gleason’s Order Disregarded. 

All the defendants, except McMahon, 
were interviewed at the secret ses- 
sion of the civil Service commission 
Wednesday night, Their only answer to 
the disclosure of conditions existing un- 
der their noses was that they had done 
the best they could. 

All—with the exception of Allman, re- 
cently promoted to his Neutenancy and 
assigned to Twenty-second street only 
last February—are believed responsible 
for the toleration of open violation of the 
law and disregard of Chief Gleason’s or- 
ders. Aliman, it was said, made a good 
impression and aroused a belief that he 
hed eincerely endeavored to overcome 
Capt. Ryan's domination. 


Opens Wide Investigation. 

It was said the charges will be pre- 
ferred in order to open an invegtigation 
having as its purpose the fixing of the 
entire responsibility for the refusal of the 
regular police to battle with the vice prob- 
lem. If it is found that one or more of 
these defendants cannot be held responsi- 
ble for the situation leading up to the 
shooting of Detective Stanley J. Birne, he 
or they will be given a clean bill of health; 
but as fast as the responsibility of subor- 
dinate members of the precinct command 
ia developed, charges will be preferred 
against them. 

In other words, this set of charges is 
only the first of a series designed to rid 
the force of all the men-—officers, ser- 
geants, detectives, and patrolmen—who 
for months “ wore blinders” while on 
duty. It is known that some men in each 
rank will face trial before the inquiry is 
completed; but, as in the big investiga- 
tion of 1912, the civil service commission- 
ers will not permit the officers to make 
coats of the men in the lower ranks. 

The filing of charges again Ryan and his 
aids by the civil service board was slight- 
ly precipitated by the fact that several

Editor Bowman failed | 
to show up. Then they returned to the 
city. 
„But we will get him,” Capt. McEvers 
said. “He comes into the city every 
day, we are told, and we will see him at 
his city office, We are going to ask him 
to retract. We have proof that we left 
the camp grounds in good shape. We 
have seen the residents and they deny 
making complaints. In fact, they com- 
pliment us on the conduct of the men and 
on the way we cleaned up.“ 


Here's Cause of Trouble. 

The editorial that caused the row ap- 
peared in the News last Monday. It 
follows: 

HOGS UNAWARES.

Col. Foreman Indignant. 

The day after the publication of the 
editorial Col. Milton J. Foreman, who 
was in command of the soldiers, tele- 
phoned the News, and, according to Mr.

AWAIT RUSSIA’S STAND 


Germany WII Support Aus- 


tria if Czar’s Comaln 
Alds Servians. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND,] 

LONDON, July 25, 3 a. m—The gravity 
and possibilities of the crisis between 
Austria and Servia is now recognised by 
the diplomatists of Europe. 

Further than a recourse to arms be- 


tween these two nations, which, it bs 
freely predicted, would involve all the 


Balkan nations, the gravest fears of a 


European crisis are based on the possi- 
dle action of Russia and Germany. 


It is thoroughly understood in diplo- 
matic quarters that Russia will not will- 


‘ingly permit Austria to dominate Servia. 


It is expected that Russia will intervene 
to the extent of requesting Austria to 
submit its grievances to the powers for 
adjudication and failing in this purpose 
will lend its moral and armed support to 
Servia. 


Fear Embroiling All Europe. 

It is well understood that in the event of 
Russia making common cause with Servia 
against Austria, Germany will offer its 
arms to support the dual monarchy. That 
such action also might Involve Italy fs an- 
other grave possibility, Austria, Ger- 
many, and Italy being drawn together in 
the bonds of the triple alliance. | 

On the other haud, Russia and France, 
always the foe of Germany, are bound to- 
gether in the dualalliance. Both nations, 
also, might expect the moral support of 
Great Britain, which with Russia and 
France comprises t e triple entente. 

That a conflict vetween the Slavs and 
Teutons would not be unwelcome even in 
| some quarters where war is ordinarily re- 
garded with repugnance is obvious from 
dispatches from several continental cap- 
itals. It has long teen felt that such a 
gigantic struggle is bound to come, and 
the present is widely regarded asa favor- 
able moment for the inevitable outburst. 


Austrian Demand a Bombshell. 

Austria's ultimatum to Servia in which 
demands that there shall be a cessation of 
the acts which led to the assassination 
of Archduke Francis Ferdinand and the 
Duchess of Hohenberg at Sarajeyo on 
June 28 has fallen like a bombshell in 
diplomatic and all other quarters here. 

There is some defense of Austria's ac- 
tion in view of the evidence of cumula- 
tive provocation on the part of Servia, 
but the bulk of the opinion is that the 
unexampled acerbity of the language and 
the drastic, humiliating nature of the 
monarchy's demands is such that Servia 
cannot bow without surrendering its m- 
dependence and abandoning its sover- 
eignty. 

If Servia takes this view (and there is 
nothing as yet to indicate what its atti- 
tude will be) the Austrian minister at Bel- 
grade will leave his post on Saturday 
evening and Austria will forthwith pre- 
pare to enforce her demands. 


Austria Ready for Conflict. 

The newspaper correspondents at Berlin 
gay that the enormous financial burden 
imposed upon Austria and incidentally on 
Germany by the Austro-Slav tension has 
become intolerable, and Austria's resolute 
action has already cleared the atmos- 
phere. 

While it is not necessarily held in Ber- 
lin that Russia will champion Servia 
by force of arms, it is foreseen that such 
action is possible, in which case it is as- 
sumed that Germany will surely appear 
by the side of ita ally. It is undeniable 
that a war against Russia would never 
be more popular in Germany than at the 
present moment, as the country has for 
a long time been educated by the press 
and publicists to expect a Russian at- 
tack and the tension betweem Russia and 
Germany has long been increasing. There 
is, however, no bellicoge sign in German 
official quarters.

not fighting organized labor. My men 
will bear me out that I always have been 
fair to labor. I'm fighting corrupt labor 
officials. 

About a year ago the Machinery and

feet long, to the loop. They told meit was 
all right to employ teamsters to do this 
kind of work in the outlying districts, but 
as long as the job was in the loop 1˙0 
have to employ machinery movers. I did 
go and it took those men twenty-two nours 
to do a job that should have taken only 
three. 

Takes It Up with Union, 

“It was just about this time that I took 
the matter up with the Chicago team- 
sters’ union with which most of my men 
are efMfiliated, and it was understood then 


that so long as I had little machinery to 


move I would not be compelled to employ 
machinery movers. 

When the same trouble came up some 
time later my brother, Charles S. Mar- 
shall, who ia atsoclated in the business 
with me, attempted to obtain a member- 
ship in the machinery movers' union. He 
was told that there was a waiting list of 
twenty-five and that he would have te 
wait until this was exhausted. 

He offered to pay #5) to become a 
member, but they wouldm’t permit it, 
Then I joined the Machinery Movers’ as- 
sociation, an organization of employers, 
thinking I would avoid difficulties in this 
way. I have not reported this trouble to 
that organization, however. I Gecided to 
fight this fight alone and win out onits 
merits." 

Teamsters Praise: Marshall, 

Four of Marshall's teamsters, all of 
whom produced cards showing they were 
members of teamsters’ union No. 711, cor- 
roborated his remarks. 

J have worked for Mr. Marshall for 
six years,“ said J. A. Williams, “and 1 
have always found him fair and square in 
his dealings. He has always treated the 
labor unions better than any employer I 
know of. I don’t think that it ls the gen- 
eral fecling among union men that a 
strike should be called for the kind of 
reasons that this one was.“

The treaties are with Salvador, Guate- 
mala, Panama, Honduras, Nicaragua, 
the Netherlands, Bolivia, Portugal, Per- 
ala, Denmark, Switzerland, Costa Rica, 
Dominican republic, Venezuela, Italy, 
Norway, Peru, Argentina, Brazil, and 
Chile. The three latter were signed to- 
day. Similar conventions negotiated 
with Great Britain and France have not 
yet been signed. 

Secretary Bryan followed the treaties 
to the senate and conferred with Chair- 
man Stone and other members of the 
committee. 

Administration senators have agreed to 
do their best to have the treaties favor- 
ably reported speedily. No meeting of 
the committee will be held until next 
Wednesday, when Col. Roosevelt's re- 
quest for a hearing on the Colombian 
treaty will be considered. 

There is a growing feeling not to re- 
port the Colombian treaty at this ses- 
mon.

How to Kill Him. 
are many ways to slay the Leu- 
ca unipuncta. Provably none is more 
satisfactory than to beat him to death 
with a club, But to bring tho swiftest 
death to the greatest number Mr. Forbes 
gives his favorite prescription as follows: 

“Take twenty pounds of bran, ene 
pound of paris green, and a little sirup. 
Mix into a crumbly bran mash. Then 
gow it in the evening over the troubled 
area, The next day go out and count; the 
dead.“ 

The army worm is a brute of mystery 
and eccentricity. He has no trouble at 
all in giving life to three generations in a 
season. Yet it is scientifically undeter- 
mined how he lives through the long, hard 
winter. The worm is but one of the meta- 
morphic forms between the egg and a 
moth. 


Dry Seasons Cause Increase, 

The egg produces the voracious larva. 
or worm, which after a proper period of 
nutfition on vegetable matter descends 
into earth and becomes the pupa, from 
which appears the dark grey, yellow 
striped moth, the producer of eggs in vast 
numbers. 

A succession of two or more dry sea- 
gongs encourages the army worm to great- 
er numbers. Then come the parasites 
that liye on the army worm, The scien- 
tists have detected among them the pa- 
chima, a flylike organism, which lays eggs 
on the larva of the Leucania unipuncta, 
and the hymenopterous parasites, which 
lay eggs in the larva. 

The eggs of these parasites hatch and 
presently the worm succumbs to.difficul- 
ties in his department of the interior.

City to Enlist Support.

Dr. J. Edward Buckley, who proclaimed 

himself “‘ president of the Masonic Re- 
public of North Africa, arrived in Chi- 
cago yesterday. He will visit Masonic 
lodges in the city and inform them of his 
creation of a nation in the name of Ma- 
sonry. 
The republic is located on the north- 
west coast of Africa, bounded by Mo- 
rocco on the northwest and by Egypt on 
the south. Its area is more than 1,800 
square miles. At present it is occupied 
by native tribes. 


Decides to Claim Possession. 

Dr. Buckley, whose home was in Ta- 
coma, Wash., looked the place over and 
claimed possession. He has served no- 
tice on several governments that the 
place will be colonized by memberag of 
the Masonic order. 

“The republic will be maintained by 
members of the Masonic fraternity as 
an impetus to the development of ite 
Blue lodge,“ said Dr. Buckley. It 
will be open for any comer, frrespective 
of race, religion, or creed, but its offi- 
cials will be Masons.” 

One purpose of his trip through the 
United States is to arrange for coloniza- 
tion. After consular agents have been 
appointed, Dr. Buckley will attempt to 
obtain official recognition.

Fried Peaches. 


RIED apple is an old New England 

dish. The excellence of fried 

prunes has been over and over 

tested within à year or two. Other 

fruits may be fried with gratify- 
ing results, A new, lartze, and compre- 
hehsive book on the date, in the chapter 
on Arab Uses of the Date,“ after giy- 
ing ways of preparing dates without 
cooking. says that there are “ plenty of 
ways in which the fruit can be cooked. 
Probably the best is a plain fry in plenty 
of butter; the dates for this purpose 
should be soft, and great care is needed to 
keep them from burning, but if properly 
prepared they rarely fail to please an 
American palate.“

Sweetened and hot peaches are delicious 
and one of the easiest ways of preparing 
them is to fry them. Cut them up in 
small pieces and fry them in a little butter 
for five minutes with about an even table- 
spoon of sugar per peach. 5 

These fried peaches may be served on 
toast, with a cereal, and one of the finest 
uses is to stuff an omelet with them. A 
peach toast is best if the bread is also 
fried, as is the French toast or “ lost 
bread.”” If instead of bread cake is 
dipped and fried in the same way and 
then is spread with the fried peaches, a 
particularly fine sweet dish as a final 
luncheon plat can be made. It is good 
enough for a dinner dessert. 

Fried peaches well sweetened may be 
used for a cake filling if the cake is to be 
used at once, and are best if added toa 
cooked cream filling. A piece of stale 
cream ple can be freshened by opening 
the layers and putting in hot fned 
peaches.

There are a great number of ways of 
making fruit toasts and the following 
recipe, adapted from the French, is for a 
toast which may be made under the broil- 
er or in the top of the oven: 

PEACH TOAST—Butter the bottom of 
a pie plate or pan; cut some slices of 
bread as larze as possible and the length 
of the pan, and cover the bottom of the 
dish with them. Cut some ripe peaches 
in two, and cover the slices of bread with 
them, the skin of the peach next the bread 
and the hollow up. Put in each half 
peach some fine sugar and a little piece of 
fresh butter, and cook slowly with more 
fire over than under it. As the sugar 
melts strew on some more. When the 
peaches are cvoked serve just as they are 
in the pie plate, to which the bread ought 
not to stick. Turn over them the juice 
that is in the bottom of the pan and serve 
hot.

It is easy to pare peaches, yet through 
the years hard work has been made of the 
task. The skin from some peaches comes 
off paper thin, without any especial trou- 
ble if the fruit is dead ripe. In other cases 
all that is necessary is to pour boiling 
water over the peaches and let them stand 
about as long as tomatoes are allowed to 
stand to loosen the skin. 

The quite terrible method of pouring 
scalding lye over them was formerly used 
or the wool” was simply rubbed off

Aid in Bringing Back 
World's Fair Relics. 


UNFIT FOR SEA VOYAGE. 


Written appeals were sent yesterday to 
Gov. Dunne, President Wilson, and other 
officials at Washington urging them to 
use their influence in preventing the three 
Columbus caravels removed from Jack- 
gon park last summer from being taken 
to the Pacific coast. The letters were 
sent by a committee headed by Daniel F. 
Crilly, who was chairman of the board 
of south park commissioners at the time 

‘of the world’s fair. 


Appeal Sent President. 

The folowing appeal was sent to Presi- 
dent Wilson: 

“ My Dear Sir; The Columbus caravels, 
gifts of Spain to the American people, 
are being used by show men for private 
gain. | 

“These boats, of great educational 
worth and patriotic interest, are unfit for 
the voyage planned, and will surely be 
destroyed if not wrested from the pro- 
moters who are misusing them. We are 
appealing to you to assist us in protect 
ing these gifts of a friendly natio 


Boats Exploited for Gain. 

The letter to Gov. Dunne reads as fol- 
lows: 

My Dear Sir: The Columbus caravels, 
which were the gift of Spain to the Amer- 
ican people, and which were being held 
in trust for the people of America, are 
being exploited by show men for gain. 

“If the cruise of these boats is not 
stopped at once they will be destroyed, 
as they are unseaworthy and not prop- 
erly safeguarded by those who are using 
them on a barnstorming crujse. 

“We have appealed to the authorities 
in Washington to save these boats. If 
you, as chief executive of the state, will 
supplement our appeal, these historic 
boats can be saved.“ 


Congressmen Asked to Aid. 
Similar letters were sent to Secretaries 
Daniels and Bryan and Congressmen 
Madden and Mann. 
The caravels are replicas of the three 
vessels sailed by Columbus in 1492. They 


part of that country’s exhibit at the 
world's fair. The Santa Maria, the larg- 
est boat, has on board the first anchor 


VENI 
ever dropped on the American coast: It — * 


is at present at Montreal. The other two, 
the Nina and the Pinta, are at Erie, Pa., 
where they were compelled to put in last 
fall owing to storms. 

Two promoters obtained permission 
from the South Park board to sail the 
vessels up the St. Lawrence, down the 
Atlantic coast, through the Panama 
canal, and up the Pacific coast to San 
Francisco. They gave a $10,000 bond for 
the right to hold the caravels for four 
years.

WAY CLEAR TO TRUST BILLS 


Republicans Know Fight Is 
Futile; Will Aid Passage.. 


MAY ADJOURN IN|A MONTH, 


—— 


Congress Likely to Finish Work at 
Latest by Sept. 1. 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—[Special.]— 
Republican leaders informed the Demo- 
cratic senators today that there will be 
no filibuster against the trust bills. 

Senator Smoot also told newspaper- 
men that he intended to use his senatorial 
prerogatives to keep the senate at its 
task on trust legislation until the bills 
were disposed of. He believes the country 
expects the administration to legislate, 
and under the circumstances he is will- 
ing they should have the responsibility. 

„I intend to object to the introduction 
of any bills or resolutions or the transac- 
tion of any business in the senate excep?’ 
necessary appropriations and conference 
reports until the trust bills are passed,” 
Senator Smoot said. There shall be no 
filibuster,.”’ 

The Democratic leaders are trying to in- 
duce Democratic senators to remain ai- 
lent as far as possible in the trust de- 
bate. With seven hours each day given 
solely to trust legislation debate, the 
Democrats think they can soon end the 
discussion, in view of the assurances from 
the Republican side that they will co- 
operate to speed up the legislation. Un- 
der the circumstances there are predic- 
tions of an adjournment not later thaa 
Sept. 1, and perhaps as early as Aug. 20.

HAS ACCIDENT AGAIN.

Hammondsport, N. T., July 24.—[BSpe- 
cial.]—~In its first flight that has pretended 
to be a real flight the Rodman Wana- 
maker airboat America left Hammonds- 
port at 7:10 o'clock tonight, flew twenty 
miles down Lake Keuka to Pennyan, and 
returned to the Curtiss hangars at dark. 
The average flying speed was about fifty- 
five miles an hour with one motor idle and 
the other two throttled. 

The purpose of the flight was to test 
the consumption of fuel with a light load 
such as we shall have on board near the 
end of the transatlantic voyage. We con- 
sumed close to eleven gallons, but this 
was not conclusive because of the use of 


the third motor in getting out of the wa- 
ter at the lower end of the lake. 


Test for Economy Today, 

Other tests will have to be made tomor- 
row to determine whether it will be more 
economical of fuel to fly with two motors 
wide open to carry the full load, or with all 
three motors throttled down. We hope 
to complete the testing of the motors to- 
morrow, but that may not be possible. 

Unfortunately we encountered the ex- 

ected today in a slight accident, which 
eet back preparations by fully half a day. 
At this time, when every minute counts in 
the rush to get ready for shipping the 
America to Newfoundland, every little 
delay is serious, 

In the firat test today with approx!mate- 
ly a full load aboard we had the air boat 
off the water for about three miles and 
were carrying it on two motors when one 
of the propellers cast a piece of its copper 
sheathing. This splinter of metal was 
hurled through the upper plane, ripping 
the silk and shattering the framework of 
the trailing edge for two feet near the 
center of the wing. 


Olmstead on Job. 

We limped back to port under the power 
of the third propeller and the towage 
of two motor boats. The two Olmstead 
propellers had to be removed for retip- 
ping. the ordinary type of propellers 
substituted temporarily, the upper plane 
repaired and a new start made. Fortu- 
nately Dr. Olmstead, inventor of the new 
propellers, arrived from Buffalo almost 
on the moment of our bringing the Amer- 
ica back crippled. Dr. Olmstead took 
the propellers in hand immediately and 
promises to have them in shape for the 
heavy testing again tomorrow mornins | 
Meantime we were compelled to unload 
most of the gasoline and make tonight's 
tests only for conditions as they will be 
toward the end of the overseas trip. 

In this first sustained flight, although 
by no means an endurance test, the Amer- 
lea again justified all that I have said 
of its steadiness and speed in the air.

MEXICAN CHIEFS 
AGREE TO UNITE 


Carvajal, Carranza, Villa, 
and Zapata Promise U. 
S. to Bring Peace. 


CONFERENCE IS NEAR. 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—Official ad- 
vices today revealed that the Washing- 
ton administration was meeting with 
success in bringing Provisional President 
Carvajal, Gen. Carranza, Gen. Villa, and 
Gen, Emiliano Zapata into harmony for 
the restoration of peace in Mexico. 

From these four leaders—representing 
all the factors concerned in the estab- 
lishment of a stable government—came 
encouraging messages in answer to the 
counsel and advice which the United 
States has been lending through its nu- 
merous consular and diplomatic agents 
to smooth the way toa complete agree- 
ment. 

Gen, Zapata, about whom little had 
been known hitherto, answered a com- 
munication sent indirectly to him, prom- 
ising to codperate with the Constitution- | 
aliats in the work of pacification. 


Carranza Promises Amnesty. 

Gen. Carranza through the American 
consuls accompanying him sent renewed 
assurances of his friendliness for the 
United States and indicated that he would 
make satisfactory arrangements con- 
cerning the amnesty and guarantees de- 
sired by the Carvajal government. 

Carranza arrived at Tampico today and 
while there will meet Reginaldo Zepeda, 
his intimate friend, who has been au- 
thorized by Provisional President Carva- 
jal to make preliminary arrangements 
for the transfer of the government to the 
Constitutionalists.
